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CULTURAL SUGGESTIONS 


CHR YSANTHEMUMS 


Plant in average, well-drained garden soil dug to a depth 
of 15 to 18 inches. Well decomposed cow manure is best 
fertilizer to use but a balanced chemical fertilizer, of which 
there are many on the market, can be used with successful 
results. Plant about May 15th to June 15th from 2% inch 
pots about 15 to 18 inches apart. Pinch out tips until mid- 
July. This prevents straggly growth. Keep well cultivated 
and feed occasionally. About every three weeks apply a 
handful of bone meal to a plant and water in well. Spray 
with Bordeaux mixture once a month to prevent foliage dis- 
ease, or Black Leaf 40 if bothered with Aphis or Cater- 
pillars. A slight protection of cheese cloth or even news- 
paper thrown over the plants the first frosty nights in fall 
will prevent frost settling in the open flower and buds and 
prolong the flowering season. Chrysanthemums are not killed 
by cold but frost settling on the flowers and buds, with 
bright sunshine the following day, melts the petals causing 
them to appear rotted and unsightly. A little effort on the 


part of the grower covering the plants once or twice in the 
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early fall will be well repaid by weeks of perfect flowers.

The use of perennials offers the gardener unlimited possibilities for an all season garden of color, charm and interest. 
This versatile group of plants—some low growing, others tall; of every hue and tint; of different seasons of bloom 
and representing many types of foliage and habits of growth—will answer any requirement your conditions and taste 
may make. The most popular use of perennials is the mixed flower border, but they may be used advantageously as 
foreground to shrubs, in odd nooks and corners, to accent the beauty of a pool or birdbath, in rock gardens, as ground 
cover, and to augment the evergreens which landscape the home. Perennials are the answer to questions of gardeners 
turning from Victory Gardens “What shall I plant?” A selection of perennials will give the maximum return for the 


minimum effort. 


CULTURAL DIRECTIONS 


Since Perennials are such a diversified group of plants no exacting rules can be given for their culture. 
Perennials do best in a loan soil. Humus should be added to a heavy clay soil. If the soil is highly acid the 
addition of lime is recommended. In preparing the ground for a perennial planting, a complete fertilizer 
such as a 6-8-6 or one of a similar analysis may be added at the rate of 3 pounds to 100 square feet. If 
quantities of manure have been used this commercial fertilizer is unneccessary. 


When clumps of Perennials have spread and become too large for the bed they should be lifted and divided. 
This should be done every few years as the strong rooted plants rapidly deplete the soil. 


After the blooming season is over and the plants go dormant, the tops should be cut and burned as they 
harbor insects and disease. 


Perennials should be given winter protection by an adequate mulching of leave, straw, corn stalks or manure. 
This prevents alternate freezing and thawing of the top soil. The mulch should be applied in December and 


removed in March.

Manure or commercial fertilizer should never 
be allowed to come in direct contact with the bulbs, as this is 
often the cause of rotting or disease. In planting, dig the hole 
6 inches deeper than the bulb is to be set and place some well 
decomposed leafmold in the bottom of the hole. Over this 
place an inch or two of sand. A mulch of peat moss or leafmold 
is very necessary during the Summer, with straw and leaves 
for Winer covering. 

Interspersed in plantings add dignity and beauty to any gar- 
den.
